 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 19

SHALL IDENTIFY THE SPECIFIC COMMITMENT OF CERTIFIED MINORITY 25 
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BUSINESS ENTERPRISES AND BE SIGNED BY THE CERTIFIED MINORITY 1 

BUSINESS ENTERPRISES IDENTIFIED IN THE BID OR PROPOSAL. 2 

 

   (II) WITHIN 30 DAYS AFTER THE DAY ON WHICH A 3 

CONTRACT  WITH AN EXPECTED DEGREE OF MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISE 4 

PARTICIPATION IS AWARDED, A CONTRACTOR SHALL SUBMIT TO THE UNIT 5 

AWARDING THE CONTRACT A RATIFIED SUBCONTRACT WITH EACH MINORITY 6 

BUSINESS ENTERPRISE TO BE COUNTED TOWARD THE PARTICIPATION. 7
